Whatever  we  are  going  to 
face,  God  will  be  there  to  help  us, 
enable  us,  and  bless  us.  God  is 
alive  in  2005! 

It  thrills  my  soul  to  be  able  to 
tell  you  that  the  church  can 
thrive  in  2005.  Your  church  can. 
I  am  well  aware  that  there  are 
people  who  think  that  the  rele¬ 
vance  of  the  church  is  all  lost  in 
days  gone  by.  There  are  people 
who  write  off  the  significance  of 
the  church  and  the  power  of 
Jesus'  church  to  touch  a  commu¬ 
nity  and  a  world.  I  am  here  to 
echo  the  announcement  of  am 
Lord  Jesus  who  tells  us  that  is 
not  so.  The  church  can  thrive  in 
2005.  Jesus  with  all  authority  and 
power  in  heaven  and  on  earth 
challenged  even  the  strongholds 
of  Satan  and  the  structures  of 
hell  and  said,  "The  gates  of  hell 
cannot  stand  against  the 
church."  I  am  convinced  that  the 
church  still  can  thrive  as  never 
before.  Sometimes  it  is  not  the 
gates  of  hell  diat  stand  against 
us,  but  it  is  our  own  unfamiful- 
ness  and  inconsistencies. 
Sometimes  it  is  our  permeating 
unconcern  and  unresponsive¬ 
ness  that  paralyzes  die  church. 


Our  Lord  Jesus  can  overcome  all 
of  those  things  and  can  take  over 
the  heart  of  a  church  and  move  it 
forward  so  that  it  becomes  not  a 
community  clubhouse  where  we 
can  meet,  but  a  hospital  for  bro- 
kai  lives  with  a  huge  emergency 
room  where  we  can  reach  ana 
rescue  folks  of  every  t)^  and 
stripe  and  let  them  know  that 
there  is  hope,  new  life,  and  a  new 
day  in  Jesus  Christ.  The  church 
can  thrive  in  2005! 

I  know  we  hear  of  many 
churches  being  on  a  plateau  or  in 
decline.  There  are  churches  hold¬ 
ing  on  while  in  decline  and  they 
are  experiencing  great  doses  of 
the  grace  and  strength  of  God. 
Some  have  plateaued,  but  they 
are  holding  meir  own  and  doing 
an  incredible  thing  to  stay  where 
they  are.  There  are  other  church¬ 
es  God  wants  to  take  beyond 
where  they  are.  The  resources 
are  available,  the  people  are 
everywhere,  and  tne  diurch 
nee^  to  get  on  with  Kingdom 
business.  May  God  help  your 
church  to  thrive  in  20^. 

Finally,  I  would  suggest  to 
you  that  it  is  great  to  bem  2005 
because  the  samts  can  strive.  As 
Paul  described  in  those  words  in 
Philippians,  "I  press  on  toward 
the  mark  of  the  prize  of  the  high 


calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus."

ic  author  who  has 
argued  against  the 
existence  of  God 
and  the  claims  of 
Christianity  for

his  change  of  mind 
in  a  video  of  a  dis¬ 
cussion  with  sev¬ 
eral  others  at  New 
York  University 
organized  by  the 
Institute  for 

Metascientific

Discovered  God? 

Flew  said  he  is  now  best 
described  as  a  deist,  a  person 
who  believes  God  created  the 
universe  but  is  not  actively 
involved  in  people's  lives  today. 

"I  don't  believe  in  the  God  of 
any  revelatory  system,  although 
I  am  open  to  that,"  Flew  said  m 
an  interview  for  the  winter  2005 
edition  of  Philosophia  Christi, 
the  journal  of  the  Evangelical 
Philosophical  Society.  "But  it 
seems  to  me  that  tihe  case  for ... 
[a]  God  who  luis  the  characteris¬ 
tics  of  power  and  also  intelli¬ 
gence  IS  now  much  stronger 
than  it  ever  w<is  before."

While  Flew  said  he  does  not 
believe  in  a  Gcxl  who  is  active  in 
the  lives  of  hmnans,  he  is  "open 
to"  foe  possibility  of  divine  rev¬ 
elation.  He  also  believes  that 
Q^tians  are  intellectually  jus- 
ti^ed  in  holding  to  their  religion 
-and  foat^foe  resurrection  of 
Jesus  has  more  evidential  sup- 
pcirt  than  any  other  reported 
miracle  in  history. 

"The  evidence  for  the  resur¬ 
rection  is  better  ttian  for  claimed 
miracles  in  <iny  otiver  religion," 
Flew  said.  'It's  outstandingty  ciif- 
fermt  in  quality  and  c]uantity,  I 
think,  from  the  evidence  offered 
for  foe  cxrurrence  of  most  other 
supposedly  miraculous  events." 

Despite  his  belief  in  the  exis¬ 
tence  of  God,  Hm  said  it  is 
unlikely  that  he  will  ever  become 
a  Christian.  The  in^r  evidence 
against  the  Gcxi  of  Christianity  is 
the  problem  of  evil.  Flew  saia. 


The  problem  of  evil  refers  to 
foe  apparent  tension  between 
foe  existence  of  a  gcxxl  Gcxi  and 
foe  presence  of  evu  in  foe  world. 

"The  problem  of  evil  is  a 
problem...  for  Christians," 
Flew  said.  "The  thesis  that  the 
universe  was  created  and  is 
sustained  by  a  Being  of  infi¬ 
nite  power  and  goodness  is 
flatly  incompatible  with  the 
occurrence  of  massive  unde¬ 
niable  and  undenied  evils  in 
that  universe." 

Flew  affso  argues  that  God 
does  not  have  "any  prefer¬ 
ences...  about  or  any  inten¬ 
tions  concerning  human 
behavior  or  about  the  eternal 
destinies  of  human  beings." 

Although  he  does  not 
accept  Christianity,  Flew 
emphatically  denies  the  pos¬ 
sibility  that  he  would  ever 
become  a  follower  of  Islam, 
citing  Islam's  commitment  to 
conquer  all  of  its  opponents. 

"I  would  never  regard  Islam 
wifo  anything  but  horror  and 
fear  because  it  is  fundamental¬ 
ly  committed  to  conquering  foe 
world  for  Islam,"  Flew  said.
